Opening Statement 
On December 16, 2011, Internal Affairs Bureau investigators responded to an 


incident command post, erected by Industry Station personnel on Sunset Avenue 
North of Valley Boulevard, in the City of Industry. Sergeant Trent Denison, 
Sergeant Victor Allen and Lieutenant Alicia Ault were briefed regarding the 
circumstances of a Deputy Involved Shooting. Sergeant Fleischmann was 
assigned the responsibility for the administrative review of the incident. The 
Office of Independent Review was notified and Attorney Angelica Arias 
responded to the scene. 


Synopsis 

On Friday, December 16, 2011, Deputy Keith Holly, working alone as unit 141K1 
and Deputy Eric Moreno, working overtime as unit 142, met together during their 
shift. Deputy Moreno got into Holly’s patrol car so Holly could show him some 
high crime areas. Deputy Holly did this to familiarize Deputy Moreno with the 
area. 


At approximately 0334 hours, they saw a silver Nissan Maxima leaving the 
“Paradise” strip club. The vehicle turned east onto Valley Boulevard, failing to 
signal for the turn. Deputy Holly made a U-turn, drove behind the vehicle and 
initiated a traffic stop. The vehicle continued for a short period and turned into a 
Shell gas station. The vehicle continued through the gas station lot to the rear 
drive-through car wash bay. As the suspect vehicle came to a stop, the front 
passenger, Suspect Carreon, exited his car at the same time Deputy Moreno 
exited the passenger side of the patrol car. 


As Carreon exited his vehicle, he reached for his beltline with his right hand and 
he ran away from his vehicle. Deputy Moreno saw Carreon’s left hand reach to 
the same area as his right hand. Carreon ran around the front of the suspect 
vehicle then eastbound through the drive-through car wash bay. Deputy Moreno 
initiated a foot pursuit of Carreon and broadcasted over his radio as he ran 
through the car wash bay. 
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Upon exiting the car wash, Suspect Carreon continued running in a north-east 
direction with Deputy Moreno approximately twenty feet behind him. As Carreon 
crossed Seventh Avenue, he tripped on the raised center median and fell to the 
ground onto the northbound lanes on Seventh Avenue. As Carreon fell, 
numerous items fell onto the pavement from his person. The fall caused Carreon 
to flip around so he was now facing Deputy Moreno. As Carreon began to get 
up, Deputy Moreno saw Carreon grab a gun from his waistband. Carreon turned 
and, again, began running east toward a bus bench shelter with the gun in his 
hand. Throughout the entire foot pursuit, Deputy Moreno ordered Carreon to 
stop. All of his orders were ignored by Suspect Carreon. 


Deputy Moreno believed that Carreon was going to engage him in a gun battle, 
by either turning and shooting at any time or engaging him once he gained the 
cover of the bus bench shelter. Fearing for his safety, Deputy Moreno fired two 
rounds from his Beretta 92F pistol at Suspect Carreon to stop the threat he 
posed. Suspect Carreon took a few stumble steps and fell onto a grass area 
near the south-east corner of Seventh Avenue and Valley Boulevard. Deputy 
Moreno finished his emergency radio broadcast, advising he had been ina 
shooting and needed assistance at his location. Moreno’s foot pursuit and 
shooting radio transmissions together lasted approximately thirteen (13) 
seconds. 


As Deputy Moreno chased Suspect Carreon, Deputy Holly removed the driver, 
ee о. the suspect's vehicle. Deputy Holly began to search 

by the rear of his patrol car when he heard some yelling and two 
gunshots. Not knowing who was shooting and not being able to see where 
Deputy Moreno had gone, Deputy Holly put the suspect, un-handcuffed, into the 
back of the patrol car. He then ran down the sidewalk between the service 
station and the car wash, toward the direction of the gunshots. When Deputy 
Holly reached the west sidewalk of Seventh Avenue, he saw Deputy Moreno 
near the corner of Seventh Avenue and Valley Boulevard. 


Holly went to where Moreno and Suspect Carreon were and ascertained that 
Moreno was not hit. Holly saw Suspect Carreon had blood coming from his 
upper buttocks area and he saw a black “Glock” on the grass, approximately one 
foot away from Саггеоп'ѕ hand. 


Deputy Moreno told Holly to approach Suspect Carreon while remaining out of 
Могепо'ѕ line of fire, in order to kick the gun away from Carreon’s reach. After 
doing so, Holly handcuffed and searched Suspect Carreon. Assisting units 
arrived on scene a short time after Carreon was handcuffed. 
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Suspect Carreon was medically treated at the scene by paramedics from the Los 
Angeles County Fire Department. He was subsequently transported to Los 
Angeles County USC-Medical Center for treatment of one through and through 
gunshot wound to the left buttock and testicle. 


It was later learned by Homicide Bureau’s investigation that Suspect Carreon and 
Suspect fi had committed a vehicle burglary in the parking lot of the 
“Paradise” strip club, just prior to the deputies seeing them drive out of the 
parking lot. For further information refer to Homicide Investigation book, Exhibit 
A. 


Closed Circuit Television (CCTV) surveillance footage from the Shell gas station 
was obtained, Exhibit B. It showed the deputies traffic stop, parts of the 
subsequent foot pursuit on the gas station property by Deputy Moreno and 
Deputy Holly's interaction with the driver suspect. CCTV surveillance footage 
from the Burger King restaurant located near the location of the deputy involved 
shooting was also obtained, Exhibit B. It is poor quality due to lack of lighting in 
the business’ parking lot and show's silhouetted figures of the deputies after the 
shooting had occurred and the arrival of assisting deputy personnel. Video from 
four traffic cameras, mounted on the traffic light standards at Seventh Avenue 
and Valley Boulevard were unable to be obtained by Tech Crew Detectives. 


On April 30, 2013, the Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office rendered a 
Letter of Opinion determining Deputy Moreno acted in lawful self-defense and 
they closed the case. For further information, refer to Letter of Opinion, Exhibit 
с.

On December 14, 2012, the Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office filed 
one FELONY count against Suspect Carreon. He was charged with Resisting an 
Executive Officer, 69 PC, in FELONY complaint KA100369. Suspect Carreon 
plead guilty to that charge. He received a sentence of 16 months in Los Angeles 
County Jail. 


Injuries 
Suspect Carreon sustained one through and through gunshot wound to the left 
buttocks and scrotum. No deputies were injured. 


Physical Evidence 
All physical evidence was located and collected by Homicide Bureau 


investigators and Scientific Services Bureau personnel. For descriptions of the 
evidence collected, where it was located, photographs of the scene and the 
crime scene sketch, refer to the Homicide Investigation Book, Exhibit A, Pages 
38-46 and 124-130 as well as the crime scene photographs, Exhibit D. 


Investigators Observations 
IAB investigators observed a marked black and white patrol car facing south in 


the rear parking area of the Shell station, near the car wash bay. The patrol car 
spot lights, headlights and forward facing red and blue lights were lit, as well as 
the rear warning lights. Directly in front of the patrol car was a silver Nissan 
Maxima. On the street, just east of the raised center median of Seventh Avenue, 
were items of personal property and papers. Suspect Carreon’s bloodied 
clothing was located on the east sidewalk of Seventh Avenue, north of the bus 
bench shelter. On the grass area north of the bus bench shelter was a black 
pistol which resembled a Glock firearm, later determined to be a pellet gun. 


Weapon used by Deputy Moreno 

Department issued Beretta 92F, 9mm, semi-automatic pistol, Serial# ВЕ 
and Department issued 9mm ammunition. Refer to the Scientific Services report 
contained in the Homicide Investigation Book [Exhibit A, Page 120]. 


Weapon used by Suspect Carreon 
Black and gray pellet gun, which resembled a life size “HK” style semi-automatic 


handgun.

Criminal Investigators

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Lighting and Weather Conditions 

The incident occurred during the hours of darkness. The area of the traffic stop 
was lit from operable lights around the Shell service station convenience store, 
gas pump bays and light posts. Both headlights and spotlights on the deputies’ 
patrol car were activated and the car wash bay's interior lights were illuminated. 
The area of the shooting was lit by operable streetlights. The weather was cold, 
clear and dry. 


Involved and witness deputy Interview 
Deputy Moreno and Deputy Holly were interviewed by Homicide Bureau 


Investigators on December 16, 2011. A summary of their interviews are in the 
Homicide Investigation Book. Deputy Moreno’s interview begins on page 23 of 
the Homicide Investigation Book, Exhibit A. Deputy Holly’s interview begins on 
page 22 of the Homicide Investigation Book, Exhibit A. Internal Affairs Bureau 
investigators reviewed the audio recording of the interviews and found that 
Homicide’s summary of the interviews is an accurate account of what was said. 


Internal Affairs Bureau Investigators interviewed Deputy Moreno and Deputy 
Holly on January 15, 2014. The following is a summary of those interviews. For 
more information and precise wording, see attached verbatim interview 
transcriptions. 


Deputy Eric Moreno remembered seeing the suspect vehicle leaving the parking 
lot of the “Paradise” strip club and noticed the driver had a startled look. The 
suspect watched them as Holly made a U-turn behind their vehicle. After Holly 
activated the patrol car’s lights to make the traffic stop, Deputy Moreno noted the 
car slowly rolled into the car wash as if the suspects were stalling. He also saw 
the passenger side door was already opening before the suspect vehicle came to 
a stop. 


Deputy Moreno was going to approach the suspect's car as fast as possible in 
order to cover and observe the occupants. As he exited, Suspect Carreon exited 
also and brought his right hand to his belt line. Carreon began to run and his left 
hand came to the same area as his right hand as if Carreon was holding/securing 
something. Based on Moreno's training and experience, Suspect Carreon gave 
indicators that made him believe he was armed. Moreno’s observations of the 
suspect vehicle delaying in stopping for them and the way Carreon exited, added 
to his belief that Carreon was armed. 


Deputy Moreno ran after Suspect Carreon around the front of the suspect vehicle 
and east through the car wash bay. As he ran, Moreno gave orders to Carreon 
to stop, which he ignored. The interior of the car wash was lit and he could see 
the suspect and maneuver around any obstacles. Once entering the car wash 
bay, he lost sight of his partner and initiated an emergency radio broadcast. 
Deputy Moreno continued running after Carreon while he waited for SCC to 
acknowledge his radio broadcast. Deputy Moreno said he had planned on 
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following Carreon as far as he could, without losing view of him, while updating 
units in order to establish a containment. Deputy Moreno said he did not have 
time to complete his radio traffic, because Suspect Carreon tripped over the 
raised center median of Seventh Avenue and fell to the ground in the northbound 
lanes of traffic. 


Deputy Moreno stopped in the number two lane of southbound traffic on Seventh 
Avenue and held Carreon at gunpoint. Carreon ended up in a position facing him 
and he could see a handgun in Carreon’s waist area. Suspect Carreon quickly 
got up, pulled the handgun from his waist, turned and began to run east toward a 
bus bench shelter. Carreon disregarded orders to stop and drop the gun. When 
Carreon did not discard the weapon he felt Carreon was going to turn and shoot 
him or engage him in a gunfight once he reached the cover of the bus bench 
enclosure. Deputy Moreno fired two rounds at Carreon in order to stop the 
threat. His shots caused Carreon to stumble a few steps prior to falling onto a 
grass area just north of the bus bench shelter. Carreon ended up lying on his 
right side with his gun about a foot away from his hand. Deputy Moreno gave 
Suspect Carreon orders to not move while holding him at gunpoint. He then was 
able to broadcast he was involved in a shooting. See transcription of Deputy 
Могепо'ѕ broadcast for further, Exhibit Е. 


When Deputy Holly came over to where he was holding the suspect, He told 
Holly to kick the handgun further away from Suspect Carreon’s hand while 
Moreno covered him. Once Holly kicked the gun away, he was able to handcuff 
the suspect. The first assisting unit arrived in about a minute and fire department 
personnel arrived three minutes afterward. 


Deputy Moreno marked on an ariel photograph taken of the scene where he and 
the suspect were when he made his first radio transmission (green ink) and 
where both he and the suspect were at the time he shot Suspect Carreon (red 
ink). Deputy Moreno indicated where he was with an “X” and Suspect Carreon 
with an “О”. For further information, see the photograph Deputy Moreno marked 
on Exhibit F. 


Deputy Keith Holly said while driving west on Valley Boulevard, they saw a 
silver Nissan Maxima exiting the “Paradise” strip club. The Maxima did not signal 
as it turned. Holly made a U-turn, got behind the Maxima and initiated a traffic 
stop.

The suspect's car continued as if the driver was trying to find a place to stop. 


The vehicle turned into the Shell gas station and proceeded toward the rear of 
the station lot. Deputy Holly was expecting the vehicle to stop in the front area of 
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the gas station, near the pumps, but the car continued toward the rear of the gas 
station. This action raised both he and Deputy Moreno’s alertness that 
something was not right. They told each other to watch the occupants because 
of where they were stopping. As the suspect vehicle slowed to a stop, the front 
passenger door opened as Deputy Moreno exited the passenger side of their 
patrol car for his approach to cover the occupants. The suspect exited, ran 
around the front of the Nissan Maxima and east into the car wash with Deputy 
Moreno running after him. 


Deputy Holly detained the driver and brought him back to the rear of his patrol 
car. Deputy Holly began to search the suspect when he heard two gun shots. 
He did not know who had fired the shots, but heard them coming from the east, 
where Deputy Moreno had ran after Suspect Carreon. Holly placed Suspect 

іп the back of his patrol саг, un-handcuffed, and ran in the direction he 
heard the shots, toward Seventh Avenue. Upon reaching the street, he saw 
Deputy Moreno near the corner of Valley Boulevard and Seventh Avenue. 
Witness [EEE who was seated on the bus bench nearest the Shell gas 
station, also told him where his partner was. 


Deputy Holly ran to where Deputy Moreno was and confirmed his partner was 
okay. He saw that Suspect Carreon had been shot and saw a black pistol on the 
grass near the suspect's hand. He approached the suspect and kicked the pistol 
away from Carreon. Holly handcuffed the suspect and conducted a search of 
him. Assisting units arrived a short time later and fire personnel arrived two to 
three minutes after that and treated the suspect. 


Deputy Holly marked on an ariel photograph of the crime scene, Exhibit G, 
showing the position of the suspect after he was shot. 


Civilian Witness Statements 

Civilian witnesses were identified by Industry Station deputies and Homicide 
Bureau Investigators. The following are summaries of the witness interviews. 
For further information, see the referenced pages found in the Homicide 
Investigation Book, Exhibit A. For more information and precise wording, see 
the attached verbatim interview transcription. 


Witness Я 21) was sitting at the bus bench on the west 
side of Seventh Avenue when he saw the suspect run past him to his right. The 
suspect fell down on the east side of the center median, then got up and took 
approximately four strides. ШИ ег heard shooting. He saw the deputy 
shoot three times in rapid succession and saw the suspect fall down. 


IAB Note: Investigation revealed Deputy Moreno fired two 
rounds at Suspect Carreon, as evidenced by two 
expended shell casings at the scene and fourteen of 
sixteen live rounds left in Moreno’s firearm. 
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Witness EEE said the suspect was facing the deputy just prior to the 
shooting. He heard the deputy telling the suspect “Don't move.” Another deputy 
came running from behind him after the shooting, asking the whereabouts of his 
partner. REE се the second deputy (Holly) to where the shooting 
occurred. Additional deputies arrived about three minutes later and paramedics 
arrived two minutes after that. гес away at this point and was 
looking at lights. 


Witness as the driver of the vehicle stopped by Deputy Holly 
and Deputy Moreno. He was not a percipient witness to the deputy involved 
shooting, however he was interviewed by Homicide Bureau detectives. His 
interview is summarized in the Homicide Investigation Book, Exhibit A, Page 27. 


Suspect Statements 
On December 16, 2011, Suspect Carreon was interviewed by Homicide Bureau 


Investigators at Los Angeles County-USC Medical Center. The following is a 
summary of that interview. For more information and precise wording, see the 
attached verbatim interview transcription and the Homicide Investigation Book, 
Exhibit A, Page 28. 


Suspect Esteban Carreon told investigators he had broken into a vehicle in the 
strip club parking lot on Valley Boulevard and stole several items. When he and 
his friend were leaving the parking lot of the strip club, the deputies shined a light 
on them and pulled in behind their car. They pulled into the gas station and his 
friend pulled out a gun and put it down. He said he was not thinking, grabbed the 
gun and ran because he did not want to go to jail. Carreon admitted the gun 
resembled a “Glock” style handgun. Carreon said he ran through the car wash, 
out into the street where and tripped on the center median This caused the gun 
to fall out. Carreon grabbed the gun, like a football, tucked it close to his body 
and he was then shot in the buttocks by the deputy. After being shot, he fell to 
the ground with the gun near his right side. 


Suspect Carreon understood why the deputy shot him, saying, “Yea, he had 
every right, his life was in danger.” He added, “All it takes is for me to turn 
around and shoot.” Carreon said he had prior military experience in the United 
States Army. He added he had smoked methamphetamine the evening prior to 
the incident.

Dear Captain Harris: 


The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney’s Office has 
completed its review of the December 16, 2011, non-fatal shooting of Esteban Carreon by 

Los Angeles County Sheriff Deputy Eric Moreno. It is our conclusion that Deputy Moreno acted 
in lawful self defense. 


The District Attorney’s Command Center was notified of the shooting on December 16, 2011, at 
approximately 4:17 a.m. The District Attorney Response Team, comprised of Deputy District 
Attorney Deborah Delport and District Attorney Senior Investigator Norman Weisentein, 
responded and was given a briefing and a walk-through of the scene. 


The following analysis is based on reports prepared by the Los Angeles County Sheriff s 
Department (LASD), submitted to this office by Investigators Kevin Lloyd and Gene Morse, 
LASD, Homicide Bureau. Deputy Moreno provided a voluntary statement which was 
considered as part of this analysis. 


FACTUAL ANALYSIS 


On December 16, 2011, at approximately 3:30 a.m., Deputies Keith Holly and Eric Moreno were 
working uniformed patrol in a marked black and white police vehicle. Holly was driving 
westbound on Valley Boulevard when they noticed a Nissan Maxima exiting the Paradise Strip 
Club. The driver, subsequently identified as M failed to signal prior to making a 
left turn onto eastbound Valley Boulevard.' Holly made a u-turn and activated the patrol 
vehicle’s red lights and spot light in order to initiate a traffic stop. The Maxima entered a gas

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station at the southwest corner of Valley Boulevard and Seventh Avenue. As the vehicle came to 
а stop, the passenger, Esteban Carreon, opened the front passenger door and fled from the car. 
Moreno noticed that Carreon’s right hand was near his waistband with his left hand covering the 
same area. Moreno went in foot pursuit of Carreon while Holly remained with| 


Moreno ordered Carreon to stop multiple times as he chased him through a car wash bay and 
eastbound across Seventh Avenue. Carreon tripped over the center median and fell. Moreno 
observed several items falling from Carreon. When Carreon stood back up, Moreno saw the grip 
and trigger area of a semiautomatic handgun in Carreon’s waist area, Carreon grabbed the 
handle of the gun as if to remove it while turning away from Moreno. Moreno ordered Carreon 
to stop and show his hands. Carreon ignored the commands and ran several more feet. Moreno 
could no longer see what Carreon was doing with the gun and feared that Carreon was going to 
turn around and shoot him. In fear for his life, Moreno fired two rounds at Carreon. 


Carreon continued running to the east sidewalk of Seventh Avenue and fell to the ground. 
Moreno observed the gun fall from his right hand and land approximately three inches from 
Carreon. Moreno held him at gunpoint while ordering him not to move. 


Meanwhile, Holly was removing ИШ... the Maxima when he heard yelling followed by 
two gunshots. After placing” the back of the patrol car, Holly ran to Seventh Avenue 
and saw Moreno holding Carreon at gunpoint. Holly observed a black gun, which appeared to be 
a Glock semiautomatic, lying just north of Carreon. Holly kicked the gun away form Carreon 
and then handcuffed him. 


Carreon was transported to Los Angeles County Medical Center and treated for a gunshot wound 
to the left buttock. 


Firearm Evidence 


A black and grey replica gun was recovered in the grass area on the east sidewalk of Seventh 
Avenue where Carreon fell after being shot. The gun, which appeared to function as a pellet 
gun, had “HF” stamped on the area that would be a slide if it were a working semiautomatic 
handgun. 


A black plastic magazine with “HF” imprinted on the flat end of the magazine was located on the 
right front passenger floorboard of the Nissan Maxima.

sic that Carreon was facing the deputy just before the shooting. Carreon tripped 
several times then fell to the grass area at the east curb. [J heard Moreno tell Carreon not 
to move. Additional deputies arrived at the scene followed by paramedics. 


Statement of Esteban Carreon 


Esteban Carreon was interviewed by investigators on December 16, 2011, at approximately 

6:38 p.m. after waiving his Miranda rights. Carreon stated that he broke into a car at the strip 
club and stole a GPS device.” After И pulled out of the parking lot, deputies pulled in 
behind their car and shined a light on them. И: 110 into a gas station and placed a gun 
down in the car. Without thinking, Carreon grabbed the gun and fled. Carreon ran through a car 
wash onto Seventh Avenue where he tripped and fell. The gun fell to the ground and he grabbed 
it with his right hand and tucked it close to his body, like a football. At that time he heard three 
shots and was struck in the buttocks. Carreon fell to the ground, the gun landing near his right 
side. Investigators asked Carreon whether he understood why the deputy shot him. Carreon 
replied, “Yeah. He had every right, his life was in danger.” Carreon also stated, “All it takes 15 
for me to turn around and shoot.” Carreon admitted smoking methamphetamine the night of 
December 15, 2011. Blood was drawn from Carreon at the hospital which tested positive for the 
presence of methamphetamine. 


CONCLUSION 


The use of deadly force in self-defense or in defense of another is justifiable if the person 
claiming the right actually and reasonably believed (1) that he or the person he was defending 
was in imminent danger of being killed or suffering great bodily injury, (2) that the immediate 
use of force was necessary to defend against that danger, and (3) that he used no more force than 
was reasonably necessary to defend against that danger. 

[See CALCRIM No. 505] 


Actual danger is not necessary to justify the use of force in self-defense. If one is confronted by 
the appearance of danger which one believes, and a reasonable person in the same position 
would believe, would result in death or great bodily injury, one may act upon these 
circumstances. The right to self defense is the same whether the danger is real or apparent. 
People v. Toledo (1948) 85 Cal.App. 2d 577, 580. 


The evidence examined in this investigation shows that Deputies Holly and Moreno were 
attempting to conduct a lawful traffic stop when Carreon fled from the car in possession of a 
replica semiautomatic handgun. After ignoring multiple commands to stop, Moreno observed 
Carreon grab the handle of the gun as if he was removing it from his waist. Carreon then turned 
his back on Moreno who could no longer see what Carreon was doing with the gun.

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force was reasonable. . The fact that the handgun turned out to be a replica does not change the 
analysis and conclusion in this case. ‘The replica gun was designed to look as if it was an actual 
firearm and Moreno believed that it was, in fact, a real gun. 


We find that Deputy Eric Moreno acted in lawful self-defense. We are closing our file and will 
take no further action in this matter.
